casion a peculiar solem nity th a t p ro ­ 
d u c e d an im pressive tone throughout 
the proceedings. 
Scarcely a sound broke th e silence 
'o f the m orning 
until the bells 
a n ­ 
nounced 
to th e w aiting 
assem blage 
th a t the royal 
family had 
left the 
palace and 
w ere proceeding 
to th e 
cathedral. 
A lready th e ancient ed i­ 
fice, lighted by festoons of electric 
globes th a t were dim in the pale d a y ­ 
lig h t, w as thronged with a brilliant 
company. R ep resen tativ e N orw egians, 
visiting princes 
and princesses, no­ 
blemen, diplom ats and distinguished 
foreigners and officers of th e arm ies 
and 
navies of 
the world 
occupied 
places on th e front benches. 
N ear th e apse within which stood 
the throne facing th e high altar, sat 
N orw ay's g re a t man, P rem ier Mlchel- 
sen. 
in com pany 
with the 
grizzled 
statesm en form ing his historic cabi­ 
net. 
M lchelsen decided 
for a king­ 
dom a g ain st a republic. 
Indeed, he 
largely m ade th e new kingdom, but is 
avowedly ag ainst “tile boast of h e r­ 
aldry, 
the 
pomp of 
power.” 
H ow ­ 
ever. the voice of the people expressed 
the N o rsem en ’s love for old-time glory 
and dem anded restitution, not lnstitu- 
t t o n r u u l so*1Michelson yielded.

At exactly l l o’clock th e m em bers 
of the cabinet, in com pany with lead­ 
ing clergym en from all p arts of N or­ 
way, 
w ith 
tile 
officiating 
bishops 
m arched down the long aisle of the 
church to aw ait th*' king and queen in 
th e pavilion 
at the 
en tra n c e 
Ten 
m inutes later, while a shaft cf light 
shot throu gh 
the cathedral 
as th 
great portal was 
throw n open, tee 
organ, w ith a crash of melody, begon 
to pour forth th* weird s t ; . his < 
the 
rn th ••pal 
T he vast auth p.o 


rose to receive stand in g tho youthful 
sovereigns, who m arched slowly down 
the long naive under th e red and gold 
of the imperial 
banner. 
After th e 
sovereigns had tak en their places up­ 
on the dais the clergy in white robes 
disposed them selves in a se m ic irc le 
around the altar. 
T he music ceased 
and tho bishop of Trondhjom arose 
and read the first 
lines of a hymn, 
the im port of w hich was: 
“ In the nam e of 
Jesus all things 
must be done.” 
Led by the organ, 
orch estra and 
chorus, the audience sang a melody 
that might have been w ritten for a 
sacrificial rite of th e N orsem en’s a n ­ 
cient barbaric faith. 
Tho king, w ith 
a printed 
prog ram m e 
in his 
hand 
Joined 
in 
th e 
singing. 
After 
the 
recitation of th e confession and the 
“te ileum," the bishop of C hristiania 
mounted th e pulpit facing the king 
and delivered an im pressive serm on 
through 
which ran 
a clear 
note of 
courage and happiness. 
A fter the service a part of th e can ­ 
ta ta was rendered. 
Then King H aa­ 
kon, 
preceded 
by the chief 
of 
th e 
royal household and accom panied by 
his 
m ilitary 
staff, 
walked 
to 
th e 
throne. 
His long, purple and erm ine 
robe was borne by five young naval 
officers, and he presented an a p p e a r­ 
ance kingly enough to satisfy any peo­ 
ple. 
Premier Crowns the King. 


During the investiture th e silence 
of the spectato rs w as accentuated by 
soft music from the organ. 
After an- 
nointm ent and p rayer the crown was 
placed on the 
head of the 
king by 
Prem ier M lchelsen. 
As King H aakon walked down the 
long aisle 
to the dais, 
w earing the 
crown and carry in g the sceptre orb. 
women wept and m en looked stran g e­ 
ly moved. 
Once m ore th e orchestra and chorus 
broke into music, expressing invitation 
and w elcom e and Queen 
Maud, ac­ 
companied by one lady in w aiting and 
three m aids of honor, advanced with 
slightly h e sita tin g steps tow ard the 
throne. 
She looked regal in a robe 
of gold m oire em broidered with sil­ 
ver and pearls. 
She wore a collar of 
diam onds but no other ornam ent. The 
crow ning cerem ony having been re­ 
peated, Queen M aud returned to ber 
seat, bowing to th e people on either 
side. 
T hen 
th e white-haired bishop 
of Bergen announced the benediction 
and ihe 
p resid en t of the 
storthing. 
Standing on th e steps of the throne, 
proclaimed the completion of th e cere­ 
mony. 
Besides th e special em bassy from 
the United S tate s and Mr. and Mrs. 
William J. Bryon, the A m ericans p re s­ 
ent included 
Mines. M arshall 
Field 
and Eddy and Miss Eddy of Chicago. 
At the sta te dinner at the palace at 
night there w ere 350 guests, including 
all the visiting princes and princesses 
and m em bers of the 
special em b as­ 
sies and legations.

JAILED. 


Given Four Months and Fined $6,000 
in Federal Court at Kansas City. 
Kansas City, June 23.— In the Unit­ 
ed States district court here Judge 
Smith McPherson passed sentence up­ 
on the seven defendants recently con­ 
victed in this court of making conces­ 
sions and accepting and conspiring to 
accept reb ates on shipments. 
Ju d g ­ 
m ents—in—the nature of ii nos—ivure 
assessed as follows: 
Swift Ar C o , $15,000; Cudahy Pack 
ing company, $15,000; Armour P a c k ­ 
ing company, $15,000; Nelson Morris 
& Co., $15,000; 
Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad, $15,000. 
George L. T hom as of New York was 
fined 
$6,000 and 
sentenced to four 
m onths in the penitentiary. I.. B. Tag 
gait of New York was fin 
I $1,000 
and sentenced to three mon: is in the 
penitentiary. 
Thomas, a freight broker, and T a g ­ 
gart, his chief clerk, whose case was 
the first to be tried, were convicted 
of securing rebates from railways on 
shipments from New York to St, Louis 
and K an sas City dry goods cc rn ins. 
At their trial several prom In- ut m er­ 
chants, who admitted having signed 
contracts with Thomas, testified to re­ 
ceiving 
at 
various 
times sums of 
money from mysterious sources Many 
thousands of dollars"' wore'" thus re­ 
ceived and some of the witnesses ad 
mitted the likelihood of it having come 
from Thomas. 
The fine of $15,000 assessed against 
the Burlington covered all four counts, 
the aggregate amount of the fines in 
the seven cases totalling $85,OOO. 
Appeals w ere filed in each case and 
a stay of execution was granted until 
June 2') until they could be perfected.

The a tto rn ey 
general, how ­ 
ever, gives notice th at in all probabil­ 
ity, should 
th e investigation 
he is 
still m aking justify it, he will bring 
further action against 
the Stan dard 
Oil com pany u n d er the term s of the 
Sherm an anti tru st law, and also will 
take steps to insure against th e con 
tinuance on tile p art of the com pany 
of discrim inations in trade and tra n s ­ 
portation not now subject to prosecu­ 
tion under existing law, but especially 
provided a g a in st in tho pending rate 
bill. 
T he 
a tto rn e y g eneral’s 
sta te 
tent follows: 
“After full consideration of all the 
inform ation now available, including 
the report 
of th e com m issioner 
of 
corporations and the evidence taken 
by the in te rsta te 
com m erce com m is­ 
sion, 
I have reached the 
conclusion 
that crim inal proceedings ag ainst th e 
Standard Oil com pany should be be 
gun in certain cases 
w here th e re ap ­ 
pears to hav e been a violation of th e 
laws regulating in terstate com m erce 
and prohibiting rebates and oth er u n ­ 
lawful 
discrim inations. 
Accordingly 
such proceedings 
will be 
begun at 
once in th e appropriate 
Judicial d is­ 
tricts. 


Cases Regarded as Important. 


“T hese 
cases 
are 
regarded 
and 
will he tre a te d as of im portance, as it 
seem s clear th a t, insofar as th e S tan d ­ 
ard Oil com pany has obtained m onopo­ 
listic control of interstate trade, con­ 
trol has been in large 
degree m ade 
possible by discrim inations 
in tr a n s ­ 
portation ra te s or facilities, the dis­ 
crim inations being in some cases in 
violation of law and 
In other cases, 
though injurious to tile public welfare, 
not In violation of law, and therefore 
subject 
only to such 
correction as 
may be afforded by the railw ay ra te 
legislation now pending in congress. 
“I shall continue tho investigation 
of th e affairs of the S tandard Oil com ­ 
pany and of such com plaints as have 
been or m ay be brought to th e a tte n ­ 
tion of th is departm ent, w ith tho view 
of ascertain in g w hether or not there 
l a s been any viola ibm 
of th e an ti­ 
tru st act or of any other federal law 
I have em ployed 
as special counsel 
F ran k B. K ellogg of St, Paul, who was 
one of th e counsel for the governm ent 
in the re c en tly term inated litigation 
against th e W estern paper o rg a n iza 
lion, and C harles B. M orrison of Chi 
cago, now U nited S tates atto rn ey for 
the N o rth e rn district of Illinois. 
Mr. 
M orrison will in the near 
future re­ 
sign his place ms district attorney. 
“T he cou rse of action I have stated 
has 
received the 
approval of 
the 
president and all the m em bers of the 
cabinet.” 


FOR HIS T R A V E L IN G EXPENSES. 


President 
Roosevelt Allowed $25,000 
Per Year. 
W ashington, Ju n e 23.—T he opposi­ 
tion to tile com m ittee am endm ent to 
the sundry 
civil bill 
appropriating 
$25 ,000 annually for 
the paym ent of 
the traveling expenses 
of the presi­ 
dent, which was begun 
by Senator 
M cLaurin, resulted in the w ithdraw al 
of the am endm ent by S enator Hale, in 
charge of the hill, and th e subsequent 
passage of the independent bill pro­ 
viding practically for the sarao appro­ 
priation, which w as recently passed 
by the house of rep resen tativ es. The 
suggestion for action 
on the 
bill In­ 
stead of the am end m ent was m ade by 
Senator F oraker and 
the app rop ria­ 
tion bill was laid aside for tw o hours 
to perm it this 
course. 
T he 
bill as 
passed reads as follows: 
“T h a t h ereafter th ere 
m ay be ex 
pended for, or on account of, the tra v ­ 
eling expenses of the president of the 
U nited S tates such sum as congress 
m ay from tim e to 
tim e appropriate, 
not 
exceeding 
$25,CUO per 
annum , 
such sum w hen appropriated to be ex­ 
pended in the discretion of tile pres! 
dent and accounted for on his certifi­ 
cate solely. 
“T here is hereby appropriated out 
of any 
m oney in the 
treasu ry not 
otherw ise 
appropriated 
for tile 
pur­ 
poses authorized by this act for the 
fiscal year 1907, the sum of $25,000.” 


Sundry Civil Bill Passed. 


T he g re ate r part of the day was de­ 
voted to the discussion of this ques­ 
tion, but considerable o th er business 
was also 
transacted, including 
the 
passage of the sundry civil ap pro pria­ 
tion 
bill. 
T h ere 
w as an 
effort 
to 
strik e out of th a t 
bill the provision 
prohibiting 
canteen s 
at 
soldiers’ 
homes, but instead it w as m ade stro n g ­ 
er. 
Tile bill as passed carries an a p ­ 
propriation of about $102,400,000. 
Tile 
bill also retain s th e 
house provision 
for a lock canal at Panam a. 
T he senate also 
accepted th e con­ 
ference rep o rt on the D istrict of Co­ 
lum bia appropriation Dill and also the 
conference report on the postoffice a p ­ 
propriation bill. 
T he senate also adopted a joint reso­ 
lution 
introduced 
by 
S enator 
Mc­ 
L aurin expressing the sym pathy with 
th e R ussian 
H ebrew s on 
account of 
the recent m assacre, and passed Sen 
ator 
B rand egee’s bill 
appropriating 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of lands in 
th e W hite 
m ountains and 
A ppala­ 
chian 
m ountains for forest 
reserve 
purposes.

should he decline it will 
be filed in 
th e house w ithout ills signature. 
T he portion 
of tho 
ag re e m e n t to 
w hich S en ato r T illm an objects is th e 
com prom ise proposition w hich would 
apply Hie M cLaurin com m odity a m e n d ­ 
m ent to railro ad s only instead of as 
to com m on c a rriers, so far as it p ro ­ 
hibits th em from c a rry in g com m odi­ 
ties which they produce. 
By this a r ­ 
ran g em en t 
tho a m e n d m e n t 
m ak in g 
pipe lines comm on c a rrie rs is not a f­ 
fected. 
W h at is regarded as an im ­ 
portant am endm ent, which w as ag reed 
to a t ErTfTay's 
rtonference,— was th e 
strik in g out of the w ord "w ilfully” iii 
th e provision which forbids the g r a n t­ 
ing of or accepting of rebates. 
T h e 
word “know ingly” w as left In th e p ro ­ 
vision. 
T h e effect is th a t a person 
m ust sim ply “ know ingly" offer or re ­ 
ceive a rebate, it not boing n ecessary 
to prove th a t the ac t was “ wilfully” 
done.

which, It Is predicted, will result In a 
complete agreement being reported. 
The conferees will meet at IO o’clock 
a. rn. to draw* up the agreement. 
It 
Is the present purpose to have It pre­ 
sented to tho house this week, that It 
may be printed In the 
Record, as re­ 
quired by the rules, 
that It may bo 
called up for action this week. 
There are yet throe points which 
will receive discussion, but even on 
these the conferees 
know the posi­ 
tion of theft* number so well that the 
result may be predicted with reason­ 
able certainty. 
Of the three points, tho first is tho 
sleeping car 
amendment. 
The pre­ 
diction Is that sleeping cars will bo 
included as “common carriers” in the 
bill. 
The 
second is 
the much 
de­ 
bated pipe line amendment 
This is 
to be settled by changing 
the words 
’‘common carriers” to “railroads" in 
that portion of the bill relating to the 
ownership of commodities. 
The effect 
of this change will he to exclude pipe 
lines from the operation of the law for­ 
bidding “railroads” from owning in­ 
dustrial properties. The senate amend­ 
ment, which included lumber in tin 
list of commodities 
forbidden to bo 
owned by common carriers will, It is 
said, be retained 
in the bill. 
Thoro 
has been unceasing effort to have this 
amendment 
eliminated, but 
so far 
without avail. 
The third point for further discus­ 
sion is the question of the five days’ 
notice required to be given before tho 
issuance of an Injunction or interlocu­ 
tory order making 
effective the de­ 
crees of the commission. 
The pass 
provision as 
tentatively 
agreed on will prohibit the issuance 
or acceptance of passes to officers of 
the national government, 
officers of 
state governments, officers of munlci 
panties, counties and townships. This 
is the entire prohibition, the railroads 
being left to use their discretion as 
to tile issuance of passes to persons 
not included in the 
above enumera 
tion. 
Members of congress 
are in 
eluded as officers of the national gov 
em inent. 
Express companies are to be regu 
lated, as common carriers. 
The much 
discussed words 
“in Its judgment’ 
and “fairly remunerative” fire loft out 
of the bill.

Tho fact that 
90 per cent, of the coses occur in town 
and city people, who rely largely on 
factory preserved meats and canned 
goods, was one of the things that sot 
him thinking in the matter. 
His theory is that the adulteration 
and coloring matters in prepared sauces, 
preserves and relishes, together with 
the diseased and spoiled meats canned 
and otherwise preserved, tend to weak­ 
en tho intestinal digestion and render 
one predisposed to appendicitis and 
similar disorders. 
However the case may be there is a 
growing disposition to insist on know­ 
ing what one is eating. 
Minnesota’s 
pure food laws have already done away 
with the colored catsups and pickles 
and branded the adulterated preserves 
and sauces. Now if the meat questiou 
is properly disposed of so as to insure 
wholesome preserved and canned meats 
the public can eat in safety and com 


fort.
